Held Impractical 


Washington, March 19—(API- 


Two Democratic and Republican 
chieftains today termed "imprac- 
tical" a suggestion by Secretary of 
Commerce Henry A. Wallace that 
congressmen 
who oppose their 


party on major issues should be 
banned from seeking election on 
their party tickets. 


Such a step, they said, would 


deprive senators and representa- 
tives of the right to vote their 
convictions on other than party 
issues. 


"It's impractical", house Dem- 


ocratic leader John W. McCor- 
mack of Massachusetts told a re- 
porter. "Under our two-party sys- 
tem, 
membership in a political 


party is a matter of individual 
choice and no party can deny an 
individual that choice".

Disturbing Parallels 


Premier 
Stalin 
has 
accused ( 


Winston Churchill of nursing a 
Hitlerish idea of racial superiority, 
and of wanting to make this an 
Anglo-Saxon world. But it seems 
to us that Mr. Stalin's recent ac- 
tions 
much 
mcie 
than 
Mr. 


Churchill's \vcids. bear the maiks 
of the Hitler influence. 


Mr. Stalin may be, and doubt- 


less is. guided by decidedly dif- 
ferent motives. But the parallels 
of 
method are striking. 
Hitler 


began to prepare the ground for 
war by talking of democratic en- 
circlement, the desire for friend- 
Iv governments on Russia's bor- 
ders, and the need of preparing 
Russia for "any eventuality." 


Hitler directed his most veno- 


mous oratory at Great 
Britain 


while, in the early days, he as- 
sured the United States of 
his 


friendly intentions, played up the 
considerable amount of German 
blood in America's racial stock, 
and advised us that Britain's war 
was none of our business. 


Mr. Stalin and the Russian press 


have had some bitter things to 
say about Britain in recent days. 
At the same time they pointed out 
that Russia has been friends With 
the United States longer and more 
consistently 
than Britain 
has. 


They have advised us that it is not 
our mission to pull Britain's im- 
perial chestnuts out of the fire. 


Hitler began his military activi- 


ties by sending troops into unde- 
fended or weakly defended border 
Territories, with Ausuian annex- 
ation as the climax. Mr. Stalin's 
troops have been active in Iran, 
where they remain in violation of 
a treaty in which Russia agreed 
to eacuate them on March 2. 


There the parallel ends. Hitler 


thundered anrt his armies clanked 
about near home until he had built 
up what he thought was an invin- 
cible war machine. Mr. StaHn un- 
doubtedly has the most powerful 
military force under arms today. 
That force may be kept under 
arms until he achieves the politi- 
cal atmosphere which he obvious-
